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DECISION GRANTING PETITION 


This is a decision on the renewed petition filed October 1, 2002, under 37 CFR 
1.10, which is treated under 37 CFR 1.53, in response to the "Notice of Omitted 
Items" mailed October 25, 2001. 

The instant application was filed October 26. 2001 and a filing date was accorded. 
However, according to the Notice of Omitted Items, the application papers 
submitted did not include figures 7, 11 and 12. 

Petitioner renews the assertion that sheet 6 of 8 containing figures 1 1 and 12 were 
among the papers filed on October 26, 2001, and submits a 'legible" postcard 
receipt in evidence thereof. The postcard receipt, identifies the application and 
acknowledges, inter alia, the number of drawing sheets to be 8 and bears a United 
States Patent and Trademark Office date-stamp of October 26, 2001 .
